Pos- 
sibly he and those who listen to him will 
think of gaunt, grotesque Eddie Foy stand- 
ing in the center of the fame-framed stage 
as with eyes bulging, with horror showing 
through his clownish “* make up "’ he shouted 
and screamed in futile efforts to allay the 
panic. 

Alone Free from Haunting Horror. 


And then the Dumb brutes, they 
will be the most fort te of all the per- 
formers, because they instinctively will not 
see across the footlights the panic stricken 
women and children tramping each other 
under foot, pursued by flame, and seeking 
the avenues of escape that were turned to 
channels of death by bars and bolts. 

All the other actors and actresses who are 
billed to appear—they are under contract 
and must play if Hyde and Behman so de- 
mand—have an ordeal to pass through this 
afternoon, an ordeal they will remember to 
their dying day. 


What Local Manager Says. 

Archie H. Ellis, local manager of the thea- 
ter, said that he had never received any 
communication from or seen any members of 
the Iroquois Memorial association, so he 
never had been placed in the position of re- 
fusing officially to close the theater on the 
anniversary of the fire. He admitted that it 
would not have been much use for any of the 
association to sge him. 

“TIT have no authority in the matter,” he 
said. “ Hyde & Behman alone can close the 
house tomorrow. I have not heard from 
them. I expected them, or one of them, to- 
Gay. Nevertheless, if the committee had 
geen me or communicated with me, it might 
bave been possible to have taken up the 
mutter by correspondence.” 

Yesterday’s Meager Audience. 

If yesterday afternoon’s audience was a 
forecast of what may be expected in the 
music hall today, the Iroquois Memoria! as- 
sociation need not complain of the existence 
of a calloused public sentiment in Chicago. 
It was @ meager, not an enthusiastic, audi- 
ence—an audience that seemingly was com- 
posed, as had been the case the day before, of 
out of town people. 

By actual count there were 500 persons in 
the house. Of this number 838 were on the 
firet floor, which seats 670. Seventy-three 
occupied seats in the first balcony, which 
has a capacity of 388. The audience was 
little less than one-third the capacity of the 
house. The proportion of women was about 
one in five. There were less than a dozen 
children present. The second balcony and 
‘the gallery were not open. Two women sat 
in the boxes.

Drink and Is Overeome. 


— GET MONEY BACK. 


Leave Power’ Theater in Disgust; 
Physician Circumstances. 


Nearly 200 patrons of Powers ’theater went 
to the box office last evening at the end of 


the second act of “‘ The Serio-Comic Goy- 
erness”’ and asked for the refunding of the 
money they had paid for their tickets. The 
management complied and the dissatisfied 
ones—the majority of whom were from the 
boxes and the pergaet-songt their car- 
riages. 


The dissatisfaction was not with the play. 


itself, but with Miss Cecilia Loftus, who, 
throughout the latter half of the first act 
and the entire second act, had shown both 
in her walk and her manner of speaking that 
she was under the influence of an undue 
amount of stimulants of some kind. 


Manages to Struggle Through Lines. 

The actress had managed to struggle 
through the lines of her part, although they 
at times were given In twisted and muddled 
form. She appeared unable to judge of dis- 
tances on the stage, but reached for support 
from the furniture and from her fellow play- 
ers whenever'she neared them. Once she at- 
tempted to seat herself on the arm of a small 
sofa, and, missing it, nearly fell. . 

The audience, at firgt surprised, ultimately 
showed itself shocked, and at the end of the 
act, after the curtain had fallen without any 
applause, nearly half of the auditors on the 
lower floor of the house picked up their wraps 
and started for the box office. 


Long Pause Between Acts. 
The pause between the second and third 


act was unusually long, and the upstairs por- 


tion of the house was beginning to express 
dissatisfaction, when the stage manager ap- 
peared before the curtain and begged indul- 
gence for Miss Loftus. She was suffering 
from nervous debility, heisaid, but her phy- 
sician was with her, and in a few moments 
she would be able to go on and complete the 
performance. . 

The curtain finally rose and Miss Loftus 
appeared to be again in complete control of 
her powers... She gave her imitations, omit- 
ting only one of them—that of Ada Rehan— 
and except for a slight hoarseness did them 
satisfactorily. 

The last act went equally well, and any one 
not having watched the first two acts would 
not have suspected that the actress was not 


in no 1 condition save, perhaps, for a 
slight co cold. 
Actress’ Physician Explains. 


Miss Loftus’ physician was seen ex- 
plained the unfortunate Incident of the early 
part of the évening. The actress became il 
while in the east on Dec. 20, he sald, and 
the next day went to the hospital at Orange, 
N. J., where she submitted to a slight op- 
eration. The company rested until last Mon- 
day, when the engagement at Powers’ be- 

The star was in weak physical condition 
and intensely nervous and because of her 
reduced vitality suffered from fainting spells. 
She had. struggled against this condition 
until yesterday, and when she reached the 
theater last night was feeling weak and ex- 
hausted. She came near fainting soon after

Feels Liquor Affecting Her. 

“The actress, the physician said; suddenly 
felt the liquor affecting her, and shé finished 
the act struggling with this sensation. The 
second was begun without lengthened pause, 
and throughout it Miss Loftus still was dazed 
and uncertain. The physician then was 
called, and he immediately gave her medi- 
cine to counteract the influence of the stimu- 
lant, and the rest of the performance was 
clearly and satisfactorily accomplished. 

Manager Harry J. Powers did not arrive at 
the theater until the third act was in prog- 
ress. 
 “ Had we realized Miss Loftus’ weak con- 
dition,”” he said, ‘ before the performance 
began, we would have dismissed the audience 
at once. Having begun, she was determined 
to complete it, and as soon‘as her physician

Mr. Thomas has been suffering from a cold 
ever since the new hall was opened, and 
it was against the orders of his physician 
that he remained at the leader’s desk for 
the rehearsal and the concert’ last week. 
On Sunday he was obliged to yield to his 
illness, and since that time has been con- 
fined to his bed. 

Pneumonia was feared at first, and while 

the danger has not entirely passed the at- 
tending physician, Dr. C. F. Bly, last even- 
ing stated that grip was the trouble at pres- 
ent and he believed he would be able to 
keep it confined to that. There was a severe 
bronchial affection and the possibiity of 
pneumonia was of course never far away. 
Mr. Thomas was doing as well as could be, 
however. 
The Chicago orchestra rehearsals held 
every forenoon during the week have been 
in charge of Mr. Stock.

Advantages of Spring Session. . 

On thé other hand, ft. is estimated that if a 
special session is called by President Roose- 
vélt “or March 5, the senate could busy itself 
with the usual executive sessions considering 
nominations always made at the beginning of 
an administration. 

A speaker Of the housé could be elected and 
he could at ofice, without any difficulty, name 
a ways and means committee,’ A majority of 
the members of that committee already have 
been reélected and would be ready to begin 
the work of framing a tariff billatonce. Ac- 
cording to the program now being suggested 
to thé president, the ways and mieans com- 
mittee could readily give a number of hear- 
ings to. Interested persons while the senate 
was engaged in its work on executive nomi- 
nations 7 

It is not proposed to retnact a new tariff 
bill entirely. No such problem will-face the 
republicans. the next congress as had to bs 
mét when the McKinley law was on the 
stocks or when the democrats were trying to 
cut down the tariff in 1804. In each ease x 
radical change was absolutely necessary un- 
aer the circumstances and both the ways and 
means committee of the houge and the fin- 
anee committee of the senate were in session 
almost day and night for a’ considerable 
length of time. : 

When it becomes necessary to revise the

much time to pass a rew tariff law as so

Presideht 
McKinley was inaugurated March 4, 1897. 

Almost his first official act was a procla- 
mation caMing a special session of congress to 
meet March 15 for the ¢xpress purpose of 
enacting a new tariff. Congress did meet 
then and the Dingley tariff law, after going 
through -the -usuai «mill in the house and 


committée, became a law July 24, 1807. 

This was only a trifie ovet four months, and 
in that time congress had to recast the tariff 
law almost completely, because the demo- 
crats in 1884 had made a bad muddle of it and 


such a way that a great deal of labor was re- | 
quired to get the figures down to a scien- 
tific basis once more. 

At the present time the republicans willl re- 
vise a republican tariff. They will go at it

Claim of City’s Liability. 


“The theory upon which the plaintiff 
bases the liability of the city for negligent 
acts Of its officers,” said the judge, “is that 
the city voluntarily assumed and undertook 
to exercise a supervision and control over 
and management of build- 
ngs, and is therefore not exempt from lia- 
bility for the acts of its officers. sca 

“It is alleged also to increase its revenues 
the city charged for the water used in the 
construction of the building and for permits 
and license fees for the construction and op- 
eration of the theater. It is urged that the 
city thereby, in its corporate or private ca- 
pacity, entered into a commercial venture 
and. consequently is liable for the tortious 
acts Of its officers in the same.” ) 

The judge then cited decisions of the Su- 
premé court to show that enforcement ofthe 
building ordinances is an exercise of police 
powers. 

“The point made in the declaration that 
the requirement of payment to the city of 
money for the sale of water, and fees for 
permits and licenses, makes the city a party 
to a ‘commercial venture,’ I do not think 
well takénJ’ continued the judge. 

Judge Rules for the City. 

“ Construing the ordinances pleaded with 
all the other allegations of the several counts 
in the declaration, there yet remains no 
showing that the city makes or contemplates 
any gains whatever out of the ordinances. 
Even if there was any such showing of 
profits, it would not avail to destroy the 
nature of the city’s duty, for the well recog- 
nized reason that its police or governmental 
power cannot be made a matter of bargain or 
sale.”’ ; 

The Iroquois and Fuller companies have 
not been so successful in their effortg to 
avoid responsibility at law for their respec- 
tive parts in the fire,-Their demurrers have 
in most cases been overruled, with direc- 
tions to plead to the issues raised. Several 
rulings to that effect were made by Judge 
Walker yesterday. 

One éffect of the decision by Judge Walker, 
it is expected, will be that in cases where the 
city has been made sole defendant to suits re- 
sulting from deaths in the fire, there will be 
a rush of lawyers to court with pleas for 
permission to add other parties defendant to 
their suits.

Lines finally were strung be- 
tween the boats and the Northeastern, and 
after much trouble every man wae takep 
from the vessel in safety.

* Strikes in a Fog. ( 

In. a bewildering fog Tuesday night the 
Northeastern, on its way up the coast from 
Port Arthur, Tex., to New York, with a cargo 
of crude petroleum, shoved its prow into the 
deadly sands off Hatteras and was fast in the 
clutches of the graveyard of shipping before 
the crew realized what had happened. The 
force of the wind and tide threw the ship on 
its port beam and the flood of water extin- 
guished ite fires before its inflammable cargo 
could become ignited. 

{The Northeastern was one of four vessels bullt 
in the South Chicago shipyards three years ago: 
for Charles Counselman and cost $300,000. The 
steamships were designed to carry grain direct to 
Liverpool. by way of the great lakes, the Welland.

Succumbs to Pneumonia While Spend- 
ing Winter in East—Her Active

Mrs. Jessie Bross Lloyd, widow of Henry D.

This initial mass of testimony was 
of a bulk that indicated the. resources and 
privileges of a procrastinating defense. At 
last the motion for a change was granted 
and the trial of Mr. Noonan and of Mr. 
Cummings was transferred to the county of

Turning back, then, to the trial of Mr. 
Davis, the court received a motion from 
Mr. Davis’ attorneys to the effect that the 
indictment against him be quashed. A day 
was set for oral arguments. These argu- 
ments were stretched out through about a 
week. Even then they were not adequate. 
The court demanded further arguments in 
writing. Whereupon, at intervals, the at- 
torneys for the defense filed a brief, the 
state’s attorney’s office for the prosecution 
filed a brief, and the attorneys for the de- 
fense filed a reply brief. These briefs cited 
some 145 cases, involving precedents and 
principles. They illustrated the puzzling 
fact that precedents, instead of fixing the 
law and making it clear, seem to increase 


necessary research. 

‘Since the filing of the briefs with regard 
to the quashing of the indictment against 
Mr. Davis nothing has happened. Judge 
Kersten, who is hearing the cases and who 
granted the change of venue for Mr. Noonan 
and for Mr. Cummings, is provided with 
daily work in the Criminal Court building. 
He is at present engaged in the perjury case 
jnvolving Inga Hanson. This case will last 
a month. Judge Kersten said yesterday that 
the cases cited in the Davis briefs were so 
numerous that he had not been able yet to 
read them.. He cannot say when his de- 
cision will be made. 

Meanwhile the cases affecting Mr. Noonan 
and Mr. Cummings in the county of Peoria 
are held up in anticipation of the Davis de- 
cision, and the cases affecting Mr. Williams 
and Mr. Laughlin in the county of Cook are 
held up because, if the Davis, Noonan, and 
Cummings cases fall to the ground, there 
will be no reason for prosecuting them. 

The basis of the prosecution has been in 
general that certain ordinances, especially 
those regarding automatic sprinklers and 
flues above the stage, were not observed and 
that therefore there existed a state of crim- 
inal neglect. The defense maintains in gen- 
eral that these ordinances were uncertain, 
conflicting, and obsolescent, generally disre- 
garded, and imposing no such responsibility 
as to justify the punishment which the state 
contemplates. 

The relative legal strength of these con- 
tentions is a matter for Judge Kersten. The 
legal practice of protracting a trial of this 
kind through a whole year with the prospect 
of further interminable delay in case the 
indictments are not quashed is a matter for

OUR DUTY TO THE PHILIPPINES. 

There is a gfavé problem for the United 
States in the government of the Philippines, 
according to Mr. Alleyne Ireland in the last 
Outlook. Mr. Ireland is entitled to consid- 
eration for the reason that he has made a 
special study of tropical colonization in va- 
rious countries and has visited the Philip- 
pines recently. 

Mr. Ireland is more impressed with the 
existing disorder than many investigators 
have been. He quotes the police statistics 
for 1903 to show the prevalence of ladron- 
ism, or armed robbery and outrage, which, 
he says, is the result of attempting to pa¢ify 
the islands too quickly. During the year 
1903 there were 5,351 separate expeditions 
against outlaws, of which 357 resulted in 
engagements. The number of outlaws killed 
was 1,185. These figures do not include 
the operations of the army. 

In the opinion of the writer, order will 
never be successfully restored until indus- 
trial conditions are improved. How to im- 
prove industrial conditions is a serious prob- 
lem. The industria) efficiency of the Fili- 
pinos is not great enough to maintain an ex- 
pensive government, while to cripple the

THE SWISH OF THE KNOUT. 
{Philadelphia Record.) 

If Russian liberals, after the issue of the 
czar’s Christmas day ukase, had still enter- 
tained any hopes of achieving reforms by 
peaceful agitation, the communication sub- 
sequently issued and published yesterday 
morning, should have undeceivedthem. It is 
this communication rather than the ukase 
which must be regarded as the czar’s reply to 
the petition of the zemstvo representatives. 

What avails it to proclaim equality before 
the law so long as the Russian administra- 
tive machine (which is de facto the autocrat, 
the czar being so merely de jure) shall remain 
above the law? What good can “ inde- 
pendent ’’ courts accomplish so long as they 
can be defied by a more independent and 
domineering bureaucracy? The power which 
holds the purse strings of a nation is polit- 
ically supreme in any state, and no reforms 
are worth a button that leave the privileges 
of raising revenues and of directing their ex- 
penditure in the hands of the enemies and 
oppressors of the people. 

But what has the czar to say to the in- 
tellectual élite of Russia, the men who met 
at St. Petersburg a few weeks ago in ac- 
cordance with an official invitation and “ ex- 
pressed a series of desires concerning what 
were, in their opinion, indispensable reforms 
in the interior government of the empire?’ 
The words quoted are the czar’s own, as also 
are the following: They (namely—the zemst- 
voists) ** endeavored to introduce discord ”’: 
they encouraged others to make demands 
“which were inadmissible in the face of 
the sacred and everlasting foundations of 
empire and the indestructible elements which 
form the government.” “ Zemstvian institu- 
tions must not go beyond the limits provided 
for them; presidents of public meetings who 
allow consideration of questions of general 
government are liable to punishment, and the 
destruction of order must and will be 
stopped.""

heir or not. Indeed, for a long time the old 
earl de la Warr declined to hold any inter- 
course with his second son, and only became 
reconciled to him a short time before his 
death. 

Lady Cantelupe is rich, having inherited a 
large fortune from her father, a successful 
merchant in the city, and was, and indeed 
still remaing, a particularly pretty woman. 
She loses no rank by her marriage to a com- 
moner, for as her first husband was drowned 
before could succeed to his father’s earl- 
dom she has always remained a commoner 
in the eyes of the law, her title of Viscountess 
Cantelupe, which she will probably now drop, 
‘being merely one of courtesy. 

The present lord de la Warr married as his 
first wife Muriel Brassey—that “ Muriel ”’ 
who is so often mentioned by her mother, 
the late Lady Brassey, in the latter’s widely 
read book, “‘ The Voyage of the Sunbeam.” 
She divorced him two years ago, and he has 
since married a Miss Hilda Tredcroft.’ 

Scotch pedrages furnish the vast majorit 
of the so-called peerage cases that come be- 
fore the committee of privileges of the house 
of lords. This is due to the fact that, unlike 
most English honors and those of Lreland, 
they descend through the female as well as 
the male line, which naturally leads to no 
end of confusion. Few Scotch peerages, 
however, have given more work to the 
lawyers than the earldom of Newburgh, 
which, together with the viscounty of Kyn- 
naird and the barony of Levingstone, are 
once again, for the third time within the 
space°of a quarter of a century, the subject 
of a suit. The claimant is a Mr. Gladwin 
Cloves Cave, whose pretensions are not only 
aimed at the three peerages in question, but 
also at the famous Hassop hall estates in 
Derbyshire, which represent an income of 
nearly half a million dollars a year. Mr. 
Cave’s previous suit, about twenty years ago, 
was defeated owing to the absence of a birth 
certifieate. This has now been found, and, 
as it was solely on account of {ts absence that 
his petition was formerly nonsuited, it looks 
much as if he had a fair chance of winning 
his case now, and of compelling the actual 
holder of the honors, who, born an Italian, Is 
only a naturalized Briton, to surrender his 
Scottish titles and to content himself with 
his Roman principality and his Neapolitan 
dukedom.

A contest thereupon arose between the de- 
scendants of the daughters of Charlotte, 
countess of Newburgh, by her first and sec- 
ond marriages. She had had but one daughter 
by her first marriage—namely: Lady ;Ann 
Levingstone, who had married Gen. Count 
Mahoney of the Neapolitan army, an Italian 
citizen, though of Irish origin. The de- 
scendants of Lady Mary Levingstone, daugh- 
ter of Lady Newburgh by her second mar- 
riage, claimed that Lady Ann, by marrying 
an alien, had forfeited her rights to her 
mother’s earldom and estates, and, having 
possession of the latter, assumed the former 
~that is to say, the earldom. After a long 
succession of suits, the descendants of Lady 
Ann Levingstone were awarded the honors, 
which are now held by her descendant, the 
Roman Prince Giustiniani Bandini, duke of 
Mondragone and count of Carinola, who in- 
habits the historic Altierl palace at Rome, 
and who is a naturalized Briton. 


The estates, however, were left to the de- 
scendants of the Lady Mary Levingstone. 
Here again confusion arose through 
the descent passing through the female in- 
stead of the male Hine, and matters were 
complicated by one of the women holders of 
the estates bequeathing them to her hus- 
band, who in turn left them at his death to his 
own son by another’ marriage—namely: 
Charles A. LesHe, who now ownsthem. The 
present claimant to the estates urges that 
Mrs. Leslie, dying without issue, had no 
right to alienate or to dispose of the estates, 
which should have reverted to other descend- 
ants of Lady Mary Levingstone. He insists 
that he is the senior of these descendants, 
and expects to be able to show that he has 
not only a right to the Hassop hall eetates 
but also to the earldom of Newburgh.

No man in diplomatic service is better quali- 
fied, perhaps, to write on the subject of inter- 
national arbitration than John W. Foster, 
former secretary of state, and counsel for the 
United States before several international 
tribunals. His monograph on “ ARBITRA- 
TION AND THE HAGUE COURT,” a small 
volume just issued the press of Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co. of Boston and New York, 
will, therefore, be of especial value and in- 
terest. 

Mr. Foster’s monograph gives the history of 
The Hague conference of 1899 at a glance. 
He shows thet when that conference ad- 
journed there was a widespread belief that 
it had accomplished little toward the pre- 
vention of war. He shows how the United 
States took the lead in ratifying what had 
been done, and how the United States lately 
has taken the initiative in calling a second 
conference to complete what the first one left 
undone. : 

International arbitration is the one great 
practical question of the day. All that can 
be said in its favor be found in the pages 
of Mr. Foster’s set forth in the terse 
language for which American diplomacy is 
noted. The book is both a compendium of 
information on what has been accomplished, 
and a plea for an extension of a policy which 
will enable the nations of the earth to cease 
work on huge navies, to cut down the size of 
great armies, and to avoid in the future the 
horrors and waste of war as shown as never 
befote in the present war in the far east. 


If ever a merry laugh pervaded a book it 
does “MY LADY LAUGHTER” (C. M. 
Clark company). The story opens with the 
British occupation of Boston and follows 
the ups and downs of the war as it affects 
‘the gracious heroine. Of course, Mr. Tilton 
has made her a tory, or rather the daughter 
Not a stanch tory, beautiful, witty, with a 
ringing, easily provoked laugh. Yet not so 
deeply ingrained are her tory principles 
but that she can share the friendship of 
Dorothy Hancock and give her heart away 
to a brave nmianin the Americanarmy. There 
is little of the tragedy in the story; there 
could not be with “‘“My Lady Laughter ”’ 
as the heroine, though historical characters 
are introduced in’ a familiar way. And if 
“my lady” appears, sometimes filppant, 
those hard times and love bring out all the 
womanliness of her, so that she does not 
appear beneath the notice of the brave young 
American. 


Mr. George E. Walsh departed from his 
usual custom when he this year wrote a 
story for boys, “ THE MYSTERIOUS BEA- 
CON LIGHT ” (Little, Brown &Co.). Four 
school fellows accompany a captain and his 
son on a summer cruise about Labrador 
and in the arctic seas. The boys, of course, 
have much to learn, yet they are brave in 
wi and storm, and lose not heart in 
their wreck upon an ice floe. While they 
are in this precarious condition they chance 
to see a mysterious light; they at first take 
it to be a beacon, though upon considera- 
tion of the rockiness of the coast they de- 
termine that it is a ruse used by wreckers. 
With great resolve and unparalleled bravery 
they destroy the Might just when a ship is 
about to seek shelter there. The ship proves 
to be a lost one of the captain's, and when 
school begins again each of the boys is wiser 
and happier for his experience, and the 
proud possessor of a large check. The story 
is told with a skill not often met with in 
children’s books. 


Another collection of stories variously pub- 
Nehed is “ NANCY'S COUNTRY CHRIST- 
MAS” by Eleanor Hoyt (Doubleday, Page 
& Co.). There are ten of them without false 
sentiment or weak tragedy, but peopled 
with bright haired maidens and not too seri- 
ous men and sparkling with merriment and 
good cheer. The stories would charm and 
lull to rest a tined head, placate the curtest 
temper.

Day of Many Discussions Ends 
with a “Smoker” and Re- 
ception at Night. 


| @Giecussion of “ The Open or the Closed 
Shop?’ occupied the session of the Amer- 
fean Bconomic association in Mandel hall 
at the University of Chicago yesterday after- 
moon. In the four long papers and several 
short discussions of the different questions 
i appeared that all but one—the paper of 
John Hibbard, president of the John Davis 
of Chicago—declared sympathy 
with the closed shop movement. 

Prof. John R. Commons of the University 
of Wisconsin outlined the causes of the de- 
velopment of the union shop policy. 

“There are three conditions,’’ he said, 
“which have been found essential in most 
open shop agreements—a strong and well 
disposed association on each side, the same 
scale of wages and work for unionist and 
nonunionist, and the reference of all unset- 
tied complaints to a joint conference. 

“The unions have been forced In self-pro- 
lection to stand for the closed shop in cases 
where there are no employers’ associations, 
or where these associations cannot control 
all ite members, or all of the industry, or 
where the association is hostile or has 
menacing element within it. 

“ Employers’ associations are just as nec- 
gesary to restrain labor unions, and labor 
unions as necessary to restrain the em- 
ployers, ae the different branches of the gov- 
erpment are to restrain each other. Prog- 
ress does not come when one association de- 
stroys another, but only when one associa- 
tion destroys the excesses of the other.” 

Brooks Upholds “Closed Shop.” 

John Graham Brooks, president of ‘the 
American Social Science association, fol- 
inwed with a paper on “‘ The Issues of the 
Open and the Closed Shop.” He contended 
that while the policy of the closed shop was 
open to much criticism the policy of the open 
shop is open to the same criticisms to a 
greater degree. 

“There is not the slightest danger the 
@losed shop will become universal in this 
eountry,”” he declared. “ Strong and well 
@isciplined unions do not need it. A largo 
group of employers is now making its tilt 
the mame of ‘liberty,’ but industrial or- 
ganization on both sides has introduced 
something so like a revolution that we do 
mot know what ‘liberty ’“means as applied 
%o a specific industry.

After a good cleaning sprinkle with salt, 
fold, and lay in a dry place, then when laid 
‘strew with slightly moistened bran before 
sweeping. This, with the salt, freshens the 
carpets in a marked degree.

bet. The system, if once introduced by dic- 
tionary makers, it was said, would in time 
lead to the employment of the phonetic spell- 
ing im all literature. 


According to the plan advanced, all 
words retaining their original pronunciation 
when incorporated Into the English language 
wil be represented by phonetic spelling. 

Raymond Weeks, secretary of the associa- 
tion, said: ‘The only desirable phonetic 
alphabet would be the one that could easily 
be reproduced in script. The various marks 
now used by dictionary editors to denote the 
pronunciation of a word ure cumbersome 
and inconvenient. | 

“ It is proposed to represent various sounds 
of the same vowel by different characters. 
There should be one letter to represent the 
short ‘e’ and another for the long sound of 
the vowel. It has been suggested that a 
character looking like ‘e’ written upside 
down be introduced into the interna- 
tional alphabet to repre@@nt the short sound 
of the letter.”’
